The ISajeni Tapestry. 


Tapestry was brought into general use 


in -western Europe, with many other 
elegancies of life, by the Moors of Spain. 
The oldest known specimen is the Bayeux 
tapestry, an epic in embroidery, careful- 
ly treasure^ for centuries in the cathe- 
dral of Bayeux, and now preserved in 
the hotel de ville of that place. Miss 
Strickland says of this piece of work: 


"It is beyond alj competition the 


most wonderful achievement in the gen- 
tle craft of needlework that ever was 
executed by fair and royal hands." 


It was done by Matilda of Flanders 


wife of William the Conqueror, and the 
ladies of her court. It is a coarse linen 
cloth, ?14 feet Jpng ftnd §0 inches wide, 
on which is worked in woolen thread of 
various colors a representation of the 
invasion and conquest of Engl.vnd by the 
Normans. 


It contains the figures of about 62f> 


men, 300 horses, fifty-five dogs, forty 
ships and boats, besides a quantity ol 
quadrupeds, birds, trees, houses, castles 
and churches, all executed in the proper 
colors, with names and inscriptions over 
them to elucidate the story. 
It is a 


valuable historic document, as it gives a 
correct and minute portraiture of the 
Norman costumes and thoir manners 
and customs.—Woman's Work. 


Ailments of the Eyea. 


No organ of the body is liable to a 


greater variety of ailments than the eye. 
More than forty such diseases are enu- 
merated in medical works. 


Some of these tend toward blindness, 


partial or complete. Some are highly 
contagious. Some are peculiar to the 
earliest stages of infancy; some to old 
age. Some are due to other diseases; 
some originate with the eye itself; some 
are the result of external wounds. Some 
are brought on by the improper use of 
the eye; some by the abuse of other or- 
gans. Some are partially or wholly 
curable; others are not. 


As we have two eyes, the loss of one 


does not materially affect the other. 
The double provision is a wise and be- 
nevolent one in the case of an organ ex- 
posed to so many accidents from with- 
out and so many diseases from within.—

BILVER THE 1SSVJS. 


To-day, according to a resolution adopted 


two weeks ago the silver question will be 
th* special order in the House of Eepre- 
Bmtatives »nd three days are to be d«voted 
to it« consideration. A determined effort 
is being made to postpone action on the re- 
monetization of silver until alter the Prea- 
dentUl election. There are Eastern Dem- 
ocrats who fear that the patsag. of a free 
coinage bill by the House will injure the 
party in New York and New England, find 
as it ia oouoeJed by men of ull parties that 
the President will Teto the bill if it passes, 
they assert that the Democrats will gain 
nothing in the West by the passage of the 
bill, and the party may lose much by it in 
the E<st. The &d»ocates of this non-com- 
tal policy, fortunately are In a minority 
and it is bettered and hoped that the West- 
ern and Southern men will pass the Bland 
bill over the combined opposition of Ke- 
pablicana and gold bug Democrats. It is 
predicted too, that the Senate will pass the 
bill by a small majority, and that it will be 
sent to the President to sign or veto, as he 
foels disposed. 


Should the President approve the bill it 


W'.ll right the infamous wrong of 1873, 
take the silver question out of politics 
and make money plenlier and times better. 
If he vetoes it the matter will be brought 
eqnarely before the peoi le who will de- 
ciJe at the polls whether half the money of 
the country ia to be demonetized, and an 
industry which gives employment to thon- 
anads and adds millions annually, to the 
permanent wealth of the country, without 
competing with the product* of tha farm or 
the factory, shall be destroyed, that the 
purchasing power ol the millionaire may 
be increased.

WASHINGTON, Mtrch 21.—Tsui Kwo Gin, 


Chinese Minister, has prepared a letter to 
tbo Secretary of State urging an early re- 
sponse to various communication! the Obi 
nt'He Government has sent this Govern- 
ment with reference to tbe restroction of 
Cbmese immigration. The Star to-night 
prints an interview had with the Mi Dieter, 
in which he gays: 
"For several years I 


have been endeavoring to secure better 
treatment for my people at the hands of 
the United States. If the United States 
wishes to put a stop to Chinese it should 
bo done by means of a treaty with my 
country. For the Unitod States to agree to 
a treaty providing for the admission of 
Chinese and then override it by an Aot of 
Congress is hardly acting in good faitb. 
By your Constitution yon encourage immi- 
gration and insure fair treatment of all 
alike, and yot your treatment of 
the 


Chinese is inconsistent "with the Constitu- 
tion and principles laid down by George 
\Vnshiagton." 


The reporter asked : "If the United 


put* further restriction on Chinese immi- 
gra'ion would China exclude Americans 
from her territory?"

The sticcessf ul writer brings a 
picture before the mind, and the related 
knowledge may be like the frame to set 
off the picture, or like now rays of light 
thrown upon tho canvas to give it vivid- 
ness. The value of thia related knowl- 
edge is \vell illustrated in Macanlay's 
description of the trial of Warren Hast- 
ings. He throws upon the description 
the light of his vast erudition. He stim- 
ulates the imagination by all these side 
lights, enchaining tlie attention, BO that 
we see as in a picture that brilliant as- 
semblage, and we are filled with admira- 
tion of the scene.
